The Pocomoke— In 1922, a Captain Leffingwall arrived in Newport Beach with an ambitioua acharne to 
operate a boat service between that city and San Diego.

Lew H. Wallace, acting for the mortgagors, had the ship raised in July 1924 and placed it with the 
Broadway shipyard for overhauling. 
Tha boat's engine waa taken to a Santa Ana machina shop for repairs. 
Everyone connected with the ill-fated venture disowned the 
vessel entirely leaving the Santa Ana M a­ 
china shop and Thomas Broadway holding tha angina and 
hull aa souvenirs of an ambitious maritime ven­ 
ture. 
Fullerton'* Anniversary— Nearly 50 years ago to tha day, George Amerig* and his brother acquired 
a tract of land that is now Orange county’s largest city— by area. 
Fullerton, named after a railroad official, to whom the Amerig# brother* were indebted for routing 
the Santa Fe line* through their enterprising venturi, hat grown rapidly in this half century. 
It boasts 
of tho finest parks and schools in the county and is situated in the heart of a rich orangs and oil producing 
belt.

Through his efforts these crum bling adobe walla ware reatored to th# splendor they once had 150 years 
ago after the founding of the Franciscan friars' chain of missions on the California coast. 
W hile most of these historic relics have bean restored. Father O'Sullivan’s task was a long, hard on*. 
Single handed he tackled the job and when th# work was wall under way ha received aid. 
W ith his work dona. and additional honors given him by the Pop#, Father O’Sullivan waa ready to moat 
hit Creator. 
And on November 8, 1934 he was buried in the shadow of the old mission with all tha pomp 
and splendor th# church could offer a devoted worker.

designing and engraving in Rome 
Twice he was brought back by hill 
relatives. The third time, th* 
Duke of Lorraine, ruler of Cal­ 
lot’* native province, sent him tc 
the Papa] Court in Rome and 
there, finally, the boy pursued his 
favorite study. 
This was more than SOO years 
ago, when wars raged over Eu­ 
rope. 
Conflict, however, did not 
disturb Callot, and he soon became 
the greatest engraver of his time. 
Rulers commissioned him to en­ 
grave designs of their victories, 
but when Louis XIII of France 
defeated the Duke of Lorraine at 
Nancy. Callous home town, and 
Glen demanded that Callot make 
a design for this defeat, the en­ 
graver refused. 
In 1$35, at the age of 42, Callot 
died
